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SIXTH. ANNUAL. REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE WALPOLE: PUBLIC. LIBRARY.. 


The chief features of the Library year have been the removal 

to the commodious and beautiful rooms in the Town Hall building, 

- accomplished on the 26th of September, and the preparation and pub- 
lication. of a new catalogue, better. suited to the needs of the town 
than the old, and more in accordance with modern. ideas of what a 
catalogue should be. 

A few hours only were consumed in removing the books, but the 
requirements of a classified catalogue are such that much time and 
care are necessary, and as skilled labor only could be employed in the 
rearrangement, classification, enumeration and preparation, of the 
manuscript, the work progressed slowly, though pushed as rapidly as 
possible.. The classification now-completed has been made according 
to a carefully matured plan after examining recent catalogues, and 
after taking the advice of those familiar with these matters. It may 
now be considered as definitely settled, so that this need cause no ob- 
struction to the Library work in the future. To accomplish this, 
however, was much more difficult than to have started entirely new, 
as errors from the old classification and numbering would constantly 
ereep in. While mistakes will undoubtedly be found, the Trustees 
believe the catalogue will compare favorably. with those of neighbor- 

‘ing libraries, and they have endeavored to make it worthy of the 
town. It has involved no pecuniary expense except the printing bill, 
which amounts to $168.25. 

Owing to the failure of the printers to deliver the catalogue at 
the time specified, viz. : 1-3 December last, the Library was un- 
avoidably closed (except for the delivery of magazines) longer than 
was anticipated at the removal. Although the time has been long, 
the ‘Trustees would call to mind that Libraries in neighboring towns 
are annually closed for weeks. 

The new rooms are admirably adapted to the needs of the 
Library, reflect credit on the town, and challenge the admiration of 
visitors. ‘The Trustees desire to acknowledge the very liberal man- 
ner in which the building committee have fitted and furnished them, 
providing as they have, accommodation both for the present and the 
immediate future. 

Tnsurance to the amount of $1,400 has been effected. 

The Library is open from 3 to 5, and trom 9 to 8, every secular day 
except Mondays and holidays. . 

One hundred and eighty-nine volumes, besides magazines and 
public documents, have been added during the year. The Trustees 
take pleasure in acknowledging the kindly interest of the Hon. FW: 
Bird, Messrs. James A. Dupee and Washington Glover, as shown by 
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their repeated donations to the Library. Their thanks are also due 
to Professor C. E. Munroe, Messrs. George Plympton, John _D. 
Emmons, John R. Morse and the Jason Ellis estate for their valuable 
contributions. National and State publications continue to be received 
through the kindness of Hon. B. W. Harris, andthe heads of various 
State Departments. 

The annexed account of the Treasurer shows total expenses for 
the year of $577.39, leaving a balance of $336.03, When from this 
balance is deducted the amount of the bill for printing the catalogue 
and the expense for remainder of the year, there will be little or 
no money left when the new appropriation becomes available. For 
details see Treasurer’s report. | 

The Trustees recommend that beside the Dog Tax the sum of 
$350 be appropriated to the use of the Library for the ensuing year. .
